Uetani teaches in figures 1-15, an elevator group supervisor control system. 

1,15) A plurality of cars 1-3 receive calls 11A -11C for passengers (existing) and future calls of 
passengers, comparator 1 2 takes the lowest of the weighted values 1 1 aA-1 1 aC of wait time and 
outputs to allocate the car with the lowest value. 
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Future calls are determined by usage data and predetermined operating characteristics.

4. Claim 8 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd 
paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

5. Claims 9,10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

6. The prior art does not teach or reasonably suggest an average time interval based on top/bottom 
round trip, or the landing pattern interval discount or Poisson process with the stated rate. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. 
Umeda, brand '049/431, Tsuji 711/817, Ookobo, Siikonen '636/874, Iwata and Barker et al are cited to 
illustrate similar assignment estimators for elevator group controllers.
